To  THE  Bourne  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

From  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar  General,  the  past 
year  has  been  one  of  the  healthiest  on  record. 

The  absence  of  either  extreme  heat  or  extreme  cold,  without 
doubt,  contributed  largely  to  the  very  healthy  character  of  the 
year.  At  the  end  of  January  there  was  a severe  frost,  and 
skating  was  indulged  in. 

The  persistent  East  wind^nd  cold  in  May,  after  the  middle 
of  the  month,  caused  much  damage  to  the  fruit,  but  before  the 
month  closed,  a heat  wave  of  unusual  vigour  passed  over  the 
country,  and  140  degrees  in  the  Sun  were  registered  at  Greenwich. 

The  Rainfall  for  the  year  was  less  than  the  average,  the 
deficiency  in  the  Midland  Counties  being  about  six  inches. 


The  Death-rate  of  the  District  was  lower  than  the  previous 
year,  notwithstanding  the  two  serious  epidemics  of  Infectious 
Disease  that  occurred  in  the  District.  Tlie  Outbreak/  of  Diph- 
theria in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  again  in  the  Autumn, 
was  due,  no  doubt  in  a great  measure,  to  the  drought,  as  the 
ditches  receiving  sewage  became  foul  from  the  want  of  proper 
flushing. 

In  one  instance  where  several  cases  occurred,  the  house  was 
small,  and,  close  to  it,  was  a stagnant  dyke  with  a large  quantity 
of  sewage. 

As  regards  the  deaths  from  this  disease,  you  will  notice  in 
the  Tables  that  we  have  had  no  deaths  from  Croup,  Tonsillitis  or 
Scarletina  Maligna,  these  diseases  seem  to  have  become  out  of 
fashion  or  extinct.  One  would  have  thought,  after  the  vaunted 
efficacy  of  the  Antitoxic  Serum  we  should  have  had  fewer  deaths 
from  Diphtheria.  Perhaps  the  use  of  Antitoxic  Serum  was  not 
resorted  to  soon  enough,  or,  the  serum  may  have  become  inert. 

The  Milk  and  Water  Supply  was  inquired  into,  and  ascer- 
tained to  be  good. — Both  Diphtheria  and  Scarletina  Maligna 
arise  from  germs,  but  the  Microbe  of  Scarletina  Maligna  is 
supposed  to  be  different  from  the  bacillus  of  Diphtheria ; and 
occasionally  we  have  a case  notified  as  Scarlet  Fever,  and  later 
on,  the  same  patient  is  notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria ; 
this  latter  disease  does  arise  from  bad  smells,  emanating-  from 
privy  drainage,  and  other  nuisances. 

As  regards  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  cases  were 
not  notified  soon  enough  for  the  Sanitary  OSicer.s  to  take  efficient 
steps  for  its  abatement.  Children,  peeling  from  the  disease  were 
not  notified,  and  parents  in  many  instances,  neglected  calling  in 
medical  assistance. 

An  idea  seems  to  exist  in  the  minds  of  some  persons  that  the 
Sanitary  Authorities  should  prevent  all  epidemics,  notwithstanding 
the  dirty  and  filthy  habits  of  some  members  of  the  community. 
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Tt  might  he  as  well  to  direct  attention  to  London,  with  its  large 
fever  hospital  accommodation,  and  number/  of  Sanitary  Officers. 
On  October  16th,  1905,  there  were  four  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventeen  cases  of  fever.  In  November  there  were  thirteen 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two  cases,  and  the  number  of 
the  Staff  was  five  thousand,  three  hundred  and  forty-two. 

In  Shropshire  there  was  an  alarming  Outbreak  of  Diphtheria, 
In  Dorsetshire  there  was  a serious  Outbreak  of  Diphtheria.  In 
Derbyshire,  all  the  Scarlet  Fever  Patients  were  sent  home,  in 
order  to  make  room  for  Small  Pox  Patients.  In  Leicester,  there 
was  an  Outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  of  a serious  type.  In  the 
Marsh  District,  near  Spalding,  there  was  an  Outbreak  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  Some  cliildren  had  no  sore  throat  j^or  rash,  and  yet 
peeled  ; others  had  sore  throat  and  no  rash  or  peeling.  No  doubt 
many  of  the  patients  suffered  from  the  Fourth  disease.  As 
regards  sending  children  to  Hospitals,  some  Medical  Authorities 
consider  that,  in  country  districts,  the  aggregating  of  numbers  in 
one  building,  causes  the  mild  cases  to  become  severe,  and  they 
often  end  fatally. 

A Disinfector  has  been  provided  for  the  District,  and  an 
Ambulance  is  shortly  to  be  procured. 

The  Number  of  Births  in  the  District  for  the  past  year  is 
298,  this  is  52  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  Number  of 
Deaths  186,  this  is  seven  less  than  last  year.  The  death-rate 
being  1 3-9,  this  is  the  lowest  for  the  past  five  years  The  number 
of  deaths  under  one  year  is  31,  this  is  seven  less  than  the 
previous  year  and  therefore  the  death-rate  is  lower,  the  infantile 
mortality  being  104  per  1000  births.  The  birth-rate  per  1000 
population  is  22'3,  tiiis  is  much  lower  than  last  year.  Out  of 
298  births,  277  were  legitimate  and  21  illegitimate.  • 

There  have  been  123  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  the  year,  this  is  81  cases  more  than  the  previous  year. 
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There  have  been  no  deaths  from  Small  Pox,  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever  or  Croup.  07ie  death  from  Whoopiug-  Coug-li,  nine 
from  Diphtheria,  and  two  from  Enteric  Fever  occurred. 

There  were  thirteen  deaths  from  Cancer,  and  six  deaths  from 
Accidents,  including  one  from  leaping  from  a carriage,  one  from 
a fall  from  a hay-cart,  one  little  girl  of  three  years  accidently 
burnt,  one  little  boy  of  two  years  accidently  drowned,  and  one 
man,  a shepherd  aged  71,  found  drowned;  there  was  one  woman 
murdered.  The  deaths  from  Phthisis  and  diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs  are  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Annexed  are  the  usual  Tables  .showing  the  number  of 
Deaths  during  the  Year  1905,  classified  according  to  Diseases, 
Ages,  and  Localities ; also  a Table  of  Inffctiohs  DisEAs:^|f 
notified  during  the  year,  classified  according  to  Diseases,  Ages, 
and  Localities;  also  a Table  of  Vital  Statistics  of  whole 
District,  and  of  Separate  Localities  in  1 905,  and  previous  years. 
From  this  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  population 
has  decreased  during  the  year  over  the  whole  District ; there  is 
also  a Table  of  Infantile  Mortality  during  the  year  1905, 
and  a Table  of  Factories,  Workshops,  etc..  The  Factory 
Act  has  been  carried  out  in  the  District  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Out  of  the  186  deaths  for  the  year  1905,  31  died  under  one 
year  of  age,  and  87  over  65  years  of  age. 

MORTON. 

A fatal  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  this  village,  at  a house 
in  the  occupation  of  the  late  A.  A.,  who  died  of  the 
disease.  The  liquid  contents  of  a pigstye  near  the  house  was 
allowed  to  drain  out  on  to  the  path,  there  is  a large  stagnant  pool 
in  a field  adjoining.  The  water  supply  was  good.  A great 
nuisance  was  caused  by  the  Beck  being  blocked  up  near  the 
Railway  Station.  The  culvert  over  the  Beck,  and  leading  into

Notes. — {a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “Residents”  occurring  in  public  institutious.  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  inehuled  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age 
groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  iu  columns  9-15,  to  be  iiichcileil  among  the  deaths  in  their 
reispective  “Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by  the 
Registrars.  Deaths  of  “ Non-residents  ” occurring  in  public  iiastitutions  in  the  district  are  in 
like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  this  Table. 

(i)  See  notes  on  Table  I,  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  ■‘Non-residents,’'’  and  as  to  the 
“Public  Institutious”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“ Localities”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “ Residents  ” 

or  of  “ Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with,  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in 
the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for 
the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “Localities”  in  colums  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal  those  for 

the  year  in  the  same  Localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in 
column  2 of  this  Table  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year 
in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “ Diarrhoea  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea,  alone  or 

in  combination  with  some  other  cause  of  ill- defined  nature  ; and  also  deaths  certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis; 

Zymotic  enteritis ; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrheea ; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  : 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “ Enteritis  ” are  to  be  included  those  certified  from  Gastro-enteritis.  Muco- 
enteritis.  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  informatian  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying 
])ractitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason  for  including  such 
deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term  “ Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from 
diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  ‘'Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered 
deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 

In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.  and  IV..  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.

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the  station  yard  was  sixteen  inches  lower  than  the  culvert  under 
the  railway,  and  therefore,  at  this  point,  solid  matter  settled  and 
accumulated  and  became  very  offensive.  The  culvert  should  be 
raised.  The  Beck  by  the  side  of  the  garden  below  the  railway, 
was  higher  than  the  other  portion,  and  should  be  lowered  about 
two  feet  so  as  to  allow  the  contents  to  flow  away.  The  Beck 
has  been  cleared  out  and  other  alterations  made,  and  the  nuisance 
remedied.  A dyke,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  was  in  a 
61thy  state,  this  was  remedied  by  cleaning  it  out. 

HACCONBY. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  occuiTed  in  this  village,  at  a house 
occupied  by  Henry  Grummitt.  The  water  supply  was  good. 
Disinfectants  were  supplied. 

Overcrowding  occurred  at  a house  in  the  occupation  of 
Mary  Booth.  The  Sanitary  arrangements  were  in  an  unsatis- 
factory condition.  The  overcrowding  was  abated  and  the 
drainage  remedied. 

The  Sewage  Ditcl^l^ecame  foul  and  offensive ; they  were 
cleared  out  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

STAINFIELD. 

The  Sewage  Ditch  became  foul  and  offensive,  it  was  cleared 
out.  The  outfall  of  the  ditch  was  lower  than  the  road  and  in  a 
dangerous  condition ; it  was  decided  to  extend  the  same  about 
70  yards  with  12-in.  Sanitary  pipes.  This  has  been  done. 

DOWSBY. 

The  Sewage  Ditch  became  foul  and  offensive,  a portion  of 
the  contents  polluted  a pond  from  which  Stock  drank.  This  was 
to  a certain  extent,  remedied  by  cleaning  out  the  ditch  and  pond. 
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RIPPINGALE. 

Complaints  were  made  about  the  Sewage  Ditch^ecoming 
foul,  and  causing  a great  nuisance;  this  was  remedied  by 
cleaning  out  the  same. 

MILLTHORPE. 

L our  cases  one  fatal — of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  this  village, 
one  case  occurred  at  a house  in  the  occupation  of  Philip  Harris. 
They  have  no  good  water  on  the  premises,  but  fetch  water  for 
domestic  purposes  from  a neighbour’s.  They  had  no  drainage, 
but  threw  slops  of  all  kinds  on  a short  surface  drain  close  to  the 
house  door,  this  ran  into  a crew  yard  close  to.  There  was  a very 
offensive  smell.  A proper  drain  and  cesspool  should  be  con- 
structed. There  is  a well  in  the  crew  yard  but  the  water  is  not 
fit  to  drink. 

A dyke,  at  the  back  of  the  house  was  stagnant,  foul,  and 
offensive,  and  was  ordered  to  be  at  once  cleaned  out.  Two  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  also  occurred. 

POINTON. 

An  Epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  occurred  in 
this  village.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  but  six 
deaths  were  returned  from  Diphtheria. 

Several  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  a house  in  the  occu- 
pation of  J oseph  Diggins.  The  house  is  a small  one.  Close  to  the 
back  door  was  a short  drain,  untrapped,  which  emptied  into  an 
open  dyke  close  to  the  house.  The  dyke  was  stagnant,  and  con- 
tained a quantity  of  sewage  and  was  very  foul  and  offensive.  The 
privy  was  defective.  One  case  occurred  at  a house  in  the  occu- 
pation of  George  Walter  Earl.  The  sink  in  the  back  kitchen 
had  not  been  used  for  four  years  owing  to  the  stench  emanating 
from  the  di-ain  connected  with  it.  Isolation  was  resorted  to  as 
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far  as  practical. . Dis^fect^ts  used.  Samples  of  -water  sub- 
mitted to  analysis  \ ascertained  to  be  good.  The  Milk  Supply 
was  also  inquired  into. 

I Inspected  the  School,  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  privies  were 
not  properly  ventilated;  tbe  overflow  of  the  vault,  into  which 
they  empt}^  runs  into  a dyke  that  goes  down  the  village.  The 
urinal  was  dirtj",  and  disinfectants  were  not  .sufficiently  used. 
As  so  many  houses  drained  into  the  -vdllage  dyke,  I suggested 
that  a proper  system  of  drainage  should  be  inaugurated. 


In  Januaiy  the  Sewage  Ditch  from  the  Vicarage  to  the 
culvert  crossing  the  -village  street  became  foul  and  very  offensive ; 
this  was  cleaned  out. 

In  July  the  Parish  Council  met,  and  decided  to  cover  in 
about  205  yards  of  the  village  dyke,  and  to  construct,  in  addition, 
about  113  yards  of  brick  invert ; this  was  done  at  a cost  of  over 
£100.  The  School  was  closed  from  February  6th  to  February  ! 
27th,  and  again  from  October  1st  to  November  13th. 


BILLINGBOROUGH. 


On  premises  in  the  occupation  of  George  Durham,  there  was 
a defective  drain,  without  cesspool/  or  trap/;  this  has  since 
been  remedied.  A Ditch  near  the  Billiugborough  Eailway 
Station,  was  in  a foul  state,  and  had  a quantity  of  black  filthy 
scum  on  top ; the  Ditch  has  been  cleaned  out  and  the  nuisance 
remedied. 


HOBBLING.  . 


One  case — fatal — of  Diphtheria  occursed  in  this  village,  at 
a house  in  the  occupation  of  Henry  Dawson.  A drain  near  the 
water  butt  was  untrajjped.  The  ashpit  was  foul  and  offensive, 
it  was  cleaned  out  and  disinfected.  The  stone  cover  of  the  priv}-^ 
vault  was  defective.  On  adjoining  premises,  occupied  by  Johu 
William  Brothwell,  there  was  a heap  of  offensive  manure  which 
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was  ordered  to  be  removed.  On  premises  in  the  occupation  of 
Mrs.  Crampton,  the  drainage  was  defective  and  untrapped,  there 
was  an  accumulation  of  liquid  filth  near  the  pump. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  Horbling,  and  several 
cases  at  Horbling  Fen. 

On  the  “ Plough  Inn  ” premises  in  the  occupation  of  Arthur 
Gerrard,  there  was  a defective  surface  drain,  the  urinal  was 
defective,  and  there  was  an  untrapped  gully  near  the  pantry 
window  ; these  defects  have  been  remedied.  Several  of  the 
street  gullies  were  untrapped,  and  the  sewer  near  the  School  was 
uot  ventilated;  this  has  been  remedied.  The  Sewer  near  the 
Springs  became  blocked  up  by  tree  roots  ; this  was  remedied. 

ASLACKBY. 

The  Sewage  Ditch,  and  also  the  Pond  near  the  Bridge 
became  foul  and  very  offensive  ; this  was  remedied  by  cleauiug 
them  out. 


FOLKINGHAM. 

The  Old  Sewer  near  Chapel  Lane  became  blocked  up,  the 
contents  escaping  through  one  of  the  gullies;  this  was  remedied. 
The  Sewage  Ditches  became  foul,  they  were  cleaned  out  and  the 
nuisance  abated. 

EDENHAM. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  a house  in  the 

occupation  of  M.  Eead.  The  case  was  isolated  and  disinfectants 
used. 

GRIMSTHORPE. 

ihi'ee  causes  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  a house  in  the 
occupation  of  George  Joyce.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken, 
aud  the  house  was  fumigated. 
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LOUND. 

On  premises  on  the  Ecleuham  Eoad  in  the  occupation  of 
Joseph  Limn,  the  drainage  is  defective,  the  washings  and  slops 
go  down  the  sink  in  the  kitchen,  and  empty  outside  into  a trough 
this  trough  is  stopped  up,  and  the  contents,  which  are  foul  do 
not  get  away. 

On  premises  in  the  occupation  of  Mary  Goodacre,  there  is  an 
untrapped  drain  in  the  yard ; this  empties  into  a small  dyke 
which  runs  close  by  a well  from  which  di’inking  water  is 
obtained ; there  is  a great  risk  of  this  well  becoming  polluted. 

TOFT. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  a house  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  James  Haddon.  The  patient  was  sent  to  Stamford 
Infirmary,  and  the  house  was  subsequently  fumigated.  Two 
houses  occupied  by  MrSArcher  and  another  had  no  drainage. 

WYTHAM-ON-THE-HILL. 

The  Sewage  Ditch  became  foul  and  oflPensive  ; the  Ditch  was 
cleaned  out  and  the  nuisance  remedied.

SWINSTEAD. 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  a house  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  William  Bristow ; the  patients  were  well  isolated.  The 
water  supply  was  good. 

One  fatal  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  at  a house  in  the 
occupation  of  Richard  Clark.  The  water  supply  was  good. 

Owing  to  the  drouglit  the  Well  in  the  middle  of  the  village 
94  feet  6 inches  deep,  became  nearly  dry,  but  a sample  submitted 
to  analysis  was  ascertained  to  be  good  and  lit  for  use. 
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SWAYFIELD. 

Some  of  the  Sewer  pipes  in  this  village  were  laid  on  the 
side  of  the  pond  and  became  defective,  the  contents  escaping  into 
the  pond,  the  water  in  the  pond  was  of  a greenish  colour,  ouite 
stagnant,  and  in  a very  offensive  and  unsatisfactory  condition. 
A dram  near  the  pond  was  blocked  up.  There  was  an  untrapned 
gully  near  the  School  House.  The  pond  is  situated  near  ke 
School,  and  the  pubbc  have  to  pass  it  to  go  to  church.  I sug- 
gested that  tlie  gully  and  manhole  should  be  done  away 
and,  that  the  9-inch  Sewer  be  continued  down  the  street,  and  two 

manholes  put  in.  The  pond  and  drain  near  it  should  be  cleaned 
out ; this  has  been  done. 

CORBY. 

Two  cases  ol  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  this  town  Tl,e 
dramage  on  the  West  Side  of  this  town  runs  down  an  open  dyke 
tor  some  distance,  and  then,  un.ler  the  road  into  a cesspool  This 
cesspool  or  vault  had  not  been  emptied  for  some  time,  and  the 
contents  escaped  mto  the  Glen.  The  Glen  at  this  point,  and 
the  portion  running  under  a bridge  on  the  puhhc  road  is 
somewhat  lower  than  other  parts  of  the  river,  and  a quantity  of 
water  renaming  in  this  low  part  of  the  Glen,  became  contaminated 
wi  e ewage  of  the  town,  and  there  was,  for  more  than  fifty 
yards  and  close  to  the  houses  in  the  occupation  of  Messrs.  Story 
and  Lloyd,  a large  quantity  of  stagnant  greenish  liquid  filth,  giving 
rise  to  a most  objectionable  and  dangerous  effluvia.  This  was 
remeibed  and  the  cesspool  ordered  to  be  cleaned  out  oftener. 

1 suggested  that  a proper  system  of  drainage  should  be 
carried  out.  Two  other  Sewers  became  blocked  up,  causing  a 
great  nuisance  ; this  was  remedied. 


HOLYWELL. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  this  viUage,  at  a house 

m be  occuimtion  of  George  Owens.  The  patient  was  removed 
to  tlie  istaiiiford  Infirmary.  • 
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CASTLE  BYTHAM. 


An  Epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  this  village,  but 
no  deaths  resulted  therefrom.  The  first  cases  were  notified  in 
January,  and  no  more,  until  after  my  visit  on  March  29th.  At 
that  time  1 inspected  the  School,  and  examined  several  children 
at  school  who  were  suffering  from  suspicious  sore  throat ; they 
were  sent  home.  On  my  second  visit,  April  4th,  I ascertained  iCif 
there  were  a number  of  children  ill,  and  the  School  was  closed 
from  April  4th  to  June  19th,  a period  of  eleven  weeks,  and, 
before  being  re-opened,  was  thoroughly  cleansed  and  fumigated. 


After  May,  no  cases  were  notified  till  July,  then,  one  case 
of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  the  School-house,  occupied  by 
George  Pick.  The  patient,  and  subsequently  several  others,  to 
the  number  of  twelve,  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hut.  The 
School  was  closed  again  for  two  days,  so  that  it  could  be  disin- 
fected. Notices  were  printed  and  circulated,  cautioning  those 
suffering  from  Infectious  Disease^  not  to  go  about  the  village, 
and  Richard  D.  Francis  was  summoned  for  allowing  his  son  to 
expose  himself  while  suffering  from  an  Infectious  Disease,  and 
fined  £1. 

In  reference  to  the  Isolation  Hut,  it  was  -fii’st  used  on  the 
outbreak  of  Small  Pox  some  3'ears  ago,  and,  if  it  is  to  be  con- 
tinued to  be  utilized  for  the  treatment  of  fever  cases,  great 
alterations  must  be  made,  as  there  is  no  accommodation  for  nurses. 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred.  The  patients  were 
removed  to  Stamford  Infirmary.  One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever 
occurred  at  a house  in  the  occupation  of  George  Glenn.  The 
drainage  of  two  houses  in  the  occupation  of  Fred  Whiles  and 
Heur}"^  Patrick  was  defective,  the  gullies  were  untrapped  ; this 
was  remedied.  The  drainage  of  premises  in  the  occupation  of 
Dr.  Turner  was  defective,  the  scullery  drain  was  untrapped,  and 
the  cesspool  was  in  a foul  condition this  was  remedied.

Two  blocks  of  houses  in  'Well  Yard  were  inspected,  the  first, 
belonging  to  Miss  A.  Crofts,  had  one  house  empty;  this  house 
should  not  be  re-let  in  its  present  condition.  The  next  block 
belonging  to  Mr.  Foster  had  two  houses  unoccupied,  and,  in 
their  ijresent  state  were  quite  unfit  for  habitation  ; a cesspool  on 
these  premises  was  blocked  up  and  ofiPensive ; the  ashbin  wasfuU 
and  in  a foul  condition  ; the  two  privies  were  in  a dilapidated 
condition;  the  yard  was  in  a filthy  condition,  and  required 
thorough  cleansing  ; this  has  been  remedied  to  a certain  extent. 

The  Watercourse  in  Water  Lane  receives  the  whole  of  the 
Sewage  from  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  ; it  was  in  a very  foul 
state.  Several  houses  drain  into  the  Beck.  A proper  system  of 
drainage  should  be  inaugurated. 

Sevaral  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  analysis,  the 
one  from  the  Jubilee  Pump  contained  traces  of  impurity. 


LITTLE  BYTHAM. 

Several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  this  village,  the 
patients  were,  with  one  exception,  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hut, 
Castle  Bytham,  and  their  residences  were  subsequently  fumigated 

One  fatal  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  at  a house  occupied 
by  Mr.  F.  W.  Williamson.  The  drainage  of  the  premises  was 
satisfactory.  A sample  of  water  was  obtained  and  submitted  to 
analysis,  and  ascertained  to  be  good  and  fit  for  use 

It  was  reported  that  the  family  of  Charles  William  Pledger 
were  suffering  from  Diarrhoea.  The  house  was  inspected  ; the 
^ drainage  was  ascertained  to  be  satisfactory ; a sample  of  water 
was  obtained  from  the  well  46-feet  deep  and  submitted  to  analysis, 

and  was  found  to  be  good  and  fit  for  use.  The  Schools  were 
thoroughly  disinfected. 
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The  Beck  near  the  Sewage  tank  became  very  offensive, 
owing  to  an  accumulation  of  black  stagnant  filth.  The  Sewer 
required  flushing,  this  was  done. 

CAREBY. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  this  village  at  a house 
in  the  occupation  of  George  Roden.  The  usual  precautions 
were  taken. 

CARLBY. 

On  premises  in  the  occupation  of  William  Bayley,  a nuisance 
was  caused  by  the  absence  of  any  drainage.  There  was  a heap 
of  refuse  near  to  the  house. 

A Nuisance  was  caused  on  jiremises  occupied  bj'^  Jno.  Henry 
Cousins.  There  was  no  drainage.  The  privy  was  defective. 

MANTHORPE. 

The  drainage  from  two  cottages  in  the  occupation  of  Messrs. 
Holmes  and  Harmston  emptied  on  to  the  Highway,  causing  a 
great  nuisance.  There  is  no  drinking  water  on  these  premises. 

THURLBY. 

An  Old  Sewer  became  delapidated,  causing  a great  nuisance ; 
this  was  remedied  by  taking  out  the  old  pipes,  and  putting  in 
new  ones. 

Another  Sewer  near  the  Green  became  blocked  uj),  causing 
a nuisance,  it  was  cleaned  out  and  the  nuisance  remedied. 

The  Carr  Dyke  near  the  Bridge,  became  very  fold  and  a 
great  nuisance,  it  extended  some  distance  below  the  Bridge,  as 
well  as  above  the  Vicarage ; it  was  cleaned  out.  Afterwards  a 
Bore  was  made  for  a supply  of  water  to  flush  the  dyke,  and  a 
Sluice  was  put  in ; this  has  answered  the  purpose,  and  there  is 
now  no  uidsance  whatever. 
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baston. 

Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  tliis  village.  The 
patients  were  isolated,  and  the  usual  precautions  taken. 


LANGTOFT. 


The  Sewage  Ditch  became  foul,  causing  a nuisance ; the 
Tunnel  was  defective  ; the  Ditch  was  cleaned  out  and  the  Tunnel 


repaired. 


MARKET  DEEPING 


One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  this  town. 

A Shop  in  the  occupation  of  John  Maddison,  fishmonger, 
was  in  a dirty  and  offensive  condition.  The  yard  was  filthy  with 
remnants  of  fish  in  a putrefying  state ; this  was  remedied. 

The  Kiver  Welland  was  apparently  in  a good  condition. 

DEEPING  ST.  JAMES. 

Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  this  village. 

A number  of  houses  were  without  Drainage  or  Water 
Supply ; several  had  heaps  of  offensive  manure  requiring  instant 
removal. 

On  premises  occupied  by  Albert  Chesterfield,  there  was  a 
heap  of  refuse  which  was  ordered  to  be  removed ; the  privy 
was  dilapidated. 

The  “ Queen’s  Arms,”  public-house  occupied  by  Thomas 
Elsom,  there  was  some  refuse  on  these  premises,  and  the  urinal 
had  no  drain.  On  premises  occupied  by  Thomas  Nash,  butcher, 
there  was  no  drainage,  no  water  supply,  fowls  and  pigs  were 
kept  in  a dirty  condition,  a heap  of  offensive  manure  was  ordered 
to  be  at  once  removed.  On  premises  occupied  by  James  Lord, 
the  occupier  made  a hole  in  the  bank  of  the  river,  into  which, 
slops,  rubbish,  and  soap  suds  were  thrown.  On  premises  occupied 
by  George  Williamson,  the  privy  vault  was  close  to  the  river,  it 
had  recently  been  emptied  and  the  contents  put  in  a heap  on  the 
very  small  piece  of  ground  at  the  back  of  the  house  ; they  were 
going  to  take  it  away  **«»day. 
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The  “ Mason’s  Arms,”  public  -house  and  common  lodging 
liouse.  in  the  occupation  of  William  Fisher,  had  no  water  supply. 
Tlie  pigsties,  were  in  au  offensive  condition ; the  cesspool  into 
which  they  drained  was  full  and  overflowing.  There  was  a large 
heaj)  of  offensive  manure,  wliich  was  ordered  to  be  at  once 
removed. 

The  “ Ship  Inn,”  pubhc-house,  occupied  by  W.  Foster, 
had  no  urinal,  the  premises  were  in  a dirty  and  offensive  condition. 

The  “ Chestnut  Horse,”  pubhc-homse,  in  the  occupation  of 
Mark  Sanderson,  had  no  drainage.  The  privies  were  in  a very 
offensive  condition  ; the  piggeries  were  filthy ; slops,  etc.  are 
allowed  to  drain  into  a small  open  dyke  near  the  house,  and  this 
dyke  was  converted  into  a very  filthy  and  offensive  cesspool. 

Overcrowding  occurred  at  a house  occupied  by  Charles 
Eobert  Watkins ; husband,  wife  and  seven  children  slept  in  two 
small  bedrooms.  There  was  no  water  supply. 

Complaints  having  been  made  by  several  people  using  water 
obtained  from  the  town  pump,  a sample  was  taken  and  submitted 
to  analysis,  and  ascertained  to  be  bad  and  quite  unfit  for  use. 
Printed  Notices  wefe  put  up,  cautioning  the  pubKc  not  to  use 
the  water.  The  Well  was  opened,  and,  it  was  found  that  the 
surface  drain  ran  past  it ; three  of  the  joints  were  open,  and  the 
contents  drainSff  into  and  polluted  the  Well.  The  Catch  Pits  in 
connection  with  this  drain,'  were  full  of  black,  stinking  mud,  and 
had  not  been  cleaned  out  for  some  years.  A New  Well  has 
now  been  sunk. 

The  Kiver  Welland  became  foul  and  required  roding  out  ; 
this  was  done,
